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/T was originally intended that this catalogue should em- 
brace only the incunabula and the earliest editions of classic 
writers. As this portion of the library includes many 
specimens of the work of early printers and also books illus- 
trative of the development of the art of engraving as applied 
to book illustration^ and as the series of this character extends 
well into the sixteenth century^ it became very difficult to fix 
upon a satisfactory date^ as the limit to this catalogue^ earlier 
than towards the end of the sixteenth century. It therefore 
includes all the books in the library^ in foreign languages^ 
printed prior to the year i6oo. 

In order that the sequence of the earlier examples of print- 
ing should be more complete ^ a few English books printed by 
Caxton^ Wynkyn de fVorde^ Pynson^ Machlinia, and others 
have been added to the list. 

The bindings of many of the volumes furnish interesting 
examples of the best work by bookbinders of the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries.

The first nine pages of Volume I have forty lines, and the tenth has 
forty-one, which would make it the second issue, (printed by Fust in 
or after 1456) according to English bibliographers, the first according 
to German, and printed by Gutenberg himself, about 1455. Karl 
Dziatzko, Paul Schwenke and others of the German school seek to 
disprove the theory that in the first issue the first ten pages have forty- 
two lines to a column, and in the second issue, the first nine pages 
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have forty lines, the tenth, forty-one, and all the others forty-two. 
These writers make the test of issue the number of lines in the first 
four leaves of the Book of Kings, which, in the first issue, has forty 
lines on the first seven pages, and forty-two on the eighth, as in the 
present copy. 

Volume I contains 324 leaves: the versos of folios 246 and 260 are 
blank. Volume II has 317 leaves, and a blank leaf, the recto of 
which, in this copy, is filled with contemporary writing : the versos 
of folios 189, 273, and 309 are blank. The volumes are illuminated 
in blue and red ink, including the large initials to the prefaces and 
beginnings of the various books.

Xhe existing copies of this book, according to Blades, are nine in num- 
ber, the only perfect ones being in the British Museum (not very 
clean), and in Merton College. Of the other seven copies that he 
records, all are more or less deficient, and none of them has cither 
the first or the last leaf. In the present copy, which is not included 
in his list, both of these leaves exist in perfect condition. There are 
sixteen missing, viz., 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 127, 151, 297, 298, 299, 300, 
301, 302, 303, 304. These have been facsimiled from the British 
Museum copy, and as the book was loose in dilapidated covers, and the 
binding not an original one, it was rebound by Cuzin, and after his 
death completed by his assistant and successor, Mercier.

Brunet's description of the first and second editions of this work, both 
undated, is confusing. He says : " The first edition [" Im prime . . .

It is distinguishable by the woodcut initial letter on the title- 
page of each volume, which contains two heads, whereas there is but 
one in the first edition. But a still better method of identification 
is to be found in the colophon of the first volume : ^ Imprime . . . 
deuant la rue neuue Nostre Dame pres Ihostel Dieu^ which indicates 
an edition printed after 1500." 

He records the first two of the present volumes as on vellum, " second 
edition," with several folios in manuscript, and in the Meerman 
collection. 

Volumes I and II of the present copy, from the Meerman, Utterson, 
and Ashburnham libraries, have two heads in the initial letter on the 
title-page, which would make them second edition, according to 
Brunet ; Volume III has one head. 

The colophon of Volume I reads "pres Ihostel Dieu," making it of 
the second edition, but Volumes \\ and III read "fur le pont noftre 
dame," which makes them of the first edition, before Verard moved 
from the pont Notre Dame. 

According to this reasoning. Volume I is therefore of the second edition. 
Volumes II and III, of the first. 

Brunet does not mention Volume III as recorded in a sale. As the 
present copy is dissimilar in binding to Volumes I and II, it is proba- 
ble that it strayed away before they were bound, and was recovered at 
a comparatively recent period. The Utterson catalogue, 1852, reads : 
"4 vol. in 3. . . . Premiere £dition. . . . These volumes were for- 
merly in the Meerman Collection [Brunet records only Volumes I 
and II J and have since had the third and fourth volumes, printed on 
paper, bound to match, by C. Lewis." [Volume III of the present 
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copy is on vellum.] "They [first two volumes] are enriched by one 
very large, and thirty-nine smaller miniatures." There are thirty- 
nine small miniatures in Volume I, and thirty-seven in Volume II, 
besides the printer's device in each volume. Volume III contains 
eighty-nine miniatures and the printer's device. 

The fourth volume of the series has disappeared altogether, unless it be 
identical with the copy on vellum of the second edition recorded by 
Brunet in the d'Ourches sale.

This work, which is a general history of nature, was written in Latin 
about the middle of the XIV century by Bartholomew Glanvile, an 
English Minorite or Franciscan of the family of the Elarls of Suffolk. 
It was several times printed abroad in the early days of typography, and 
translated into English, French, Dutch, and Spanish. The English 
version was made by John Trevisa [says Dibdin], a Cornishman and 
vicar of Berkeley in Gloucestershire, at the request of his patron, 
Thomas Berkeley, in the year 1398. The present edition is the first 
in England, printed by Wynkyn de Worde, for there is no evidence 
that the work was issued from Caxton's press in English, although 
this assertion has been made. 

Dibdin devotes twelve pages of his ^Typographical Antiquities" to the 
volume, which he mentions as of ^ extraordinary typographical beauty 
and rarity. . . perhaps the most magnificent publication which ever 
issued from de Worde's press ^ and its rarity, in a perfect state, is 
extreme.'* It was the first book printed on paper made in England. 

Heber's copy, which Dibdin describes, was not made complete by the 
gentleman from whose collection it was purchased until three copies 
had been obtained. Herbert describes signature A as having four 
leaves, which is probably an error, as the present copy has five. 

It is printed in double columns, with the same type as the ^^ Polychroni- 
con " and the ^^ Golden Legend," and was probably issued as early as 
the former, that is, in 1485. It has eighteen woodcuts. 

The present copy is one of six or seven recorded copies. The margins 
of some imperfect leaves at the beginning and end have been repaired, 
but the text is complete and intact, including the first leaf containing 
the title, and the last, with Caxton's device and the title repeated.
